NEW LAW WILL BE BURDEN 


Clerk of Circuit Court is to Draw Jur- 


ors to Serve at Inquests and May 


• Delay Hearings. 


The new law relating to the drawing 


of a coroner's jury may. prove imprac- 
tical and. inexpensive to 
the 
county. 


Under the old system, when an inquest 
was to be held, the constable of a city 
or village or the county sheriff was no- 
tified to collect a,jury of six men in 
the vicinity of the 'morgue. 


By the new law, introduced'by Sen- 


ator W. K. Gaylord. of -Milwaukee, in. 
the last legislature, the clerk of the 
circuit court draws the jurymen 
from 


his venire list. Oftentimes the men thus 
drawn are not to be found or live a long 
distance from the place where the in- 
quest is to be held. When friends or 
relatives of the deceased art waiting to 
hold a funeral, it is urgent, that an in- 
quest be held ' immediately, which 
is 


practically impossible by the new sys- 
tem of-drawing.

FALLS UNDER THE WHEELS 


Injured Man is Hurried Home and Phy- 


sicians Called But Dies Before Medical 


Aid Arrives—Lived Entire Life in Ra- 


cine County and Was Among Foremost 
Citizens.

One of the most deplorable accidents in 


the history of Racine county resulted in 
the death of Daniel Miles Scars, late

of purchases. Starting home with a 
wagon loaded with paint and oil, he had 
reached a point one mile from the farm 
vhen he stopped the horses and got 
^own off the wagon to adjust a portion 
f the harness, which in some manner 
iccame detached. 
Making the repairs he stepped on the 
vencr for the purpose of climbing into 
he wagon again. It tipped and he was 
hrown under the wheels of the wagon; 
he horses started and the wheels passed 
cross the body of the unfortunate citi- 
en. 
Ray Xau, of Franksville, his sister, and 
young lady from Racine, were direct- 
behind the wagon of :\Ir. Sears and 


hey witnessed the accident. With all 
ossible haste they assisted Mr. Scars 
nto their rig and took him home. Dr. 
chrciber of Husher was summoned and 
d all he could for the injured man, but 
e died about one hour after sustaining 
he injuries, which were internal in their 
ature. A specialist was sent for from 
ilwaukee, but before he could arrive 
. the Sears farm the injured man had 
ussed away. 
News of -the accident spread rapidly 


through the country where Mr. Sears had 
lived all of his life and crowds of fann- 
ers gathered and only expressions of deep 
sorrow could be heard. The coroner was 
not called because the circumstances at- 
tending the death did not necessitate the 
holding of a.n inquest. 


This evening at the .town hall, situat- 


ed at Mygatts Corners, ^about a mile 
west of the city on the Twelfth, street 
road, there will be a meeting of the Mt.

arian D. B. Clark of Jancsvill, today is- 
sued a statement of the accomplishments 
in the state in stamping out tuberculo- 
sis. The number of cattle tested during 
the past year was 43,768, of which 2,- 
u94 were found to he infected. 


The number of herds tested was 3,- 


095, of which tuberculosis was found In 
857. Requests for 1,300 orders of tuber- 
culin were received by the live stosk 
sanitary board and 47,380 doses of the 
medicine were distributed. The receipts 
for slaughtered cattle amounted to $24.- 
335. 


Since Sept. 23 the board finds that 


10,310 head of cattle were shipped into 
the state of which 8,690 were reported 
according to law and no reports were 
received from 1,700. 


There have been thirty-three cases of 


glanders in the state during the pas', 
year, six cases of Johne's disease and 
it is estimated that about 8,000 hogs 
have died of hog cholera; about 100 
hogs have died of rabies, 400 cattle, thir- 
ty sheep and sixty horses. 


Comparison oi Counties. 


'In comparison it is interesting to note 


that of the 6,353 head of cattle tested in 
Dane county, 579 were found diseased; of 
IftJ tested in Eau Claire ten were in- 
fected: of 5C1 tested in Fond du Lac, 
fifty-two were ordered killed'; La. Cross* 
1,445 tested ajid seventy-two condemned 
Racine, o7S tested and 57 diseased; Rock 
county, 900 tested and 108 diseased 
Waukesha, 7,171 tested and 5,39 infect 
cd, and Winnebago county, 302 tested an< 
forty-four diseased. 


State Veterinarian Clark figures that 


less, than 7 per cent of the cattle tcstec 
during the past year showed tuberculosis 
An examination of the detailed report ol 
the cattle tested in counties discloses the 
fact that the disease is the more preva- 
lent in the southern counties and exists 
in a. smaller per cent in the northern 
counties of the state.

39,3 per cent of a normal, against 82.8 
i. year ago; winter wheat 82.4, against 
80.6; spring wheat 02.7, against 89.4'; 
spring and winter wheat combined 86.5, 
against 83,9; oats 88.3, against 85,7; 
barley 90.2, against 88.2, and rye 91.4. 
against 91.2. 


Corn planted 109,006,000 acres. This 


epitomizes today's crop report of the de- 
partment of agriculture. 


The preliminary estimate of the area 


of corn planted is an increase of 7.1 per 
cent as compared with the final estimate 
of last year's acreage. 


The amount of wheat remaining on 


farms is estimated at 2.3 per cent of .last 
year's crop or about 15,062,000 bushels. 
This, is compared with 33,797,000 on July 
1 a year ago and an average of 43,608,- 
000 on farms on July 1 for the past ten 
years.

NO BLAME IN STARK DEATH 


Coroner's Jury in Franksville Says Mo- 
torcyclist Was Killed in Accident; by 


Train. 


A verdict of accidental death with no 


qualifications as to blame wa« returned 
by a coroner's jury in the inquest into 
the death of Walter M. Stark, proprietor 
of the Stark Printing company, 415 Hast 
Water" itre'et, Milwaukee, who was kill- 
ed by a south bound passenger train on 
the. Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
tracks at Franksville, Monday morning 
while riding to Racine with other mem- 
bers of the Milwaukee Motorcycle club. 


The inquest was in Franksville. It 


was attended by Kmil 0. Schmidt, Mil- 
waukee, :in uncle of Stark, and his at- 
torney,. S.-W. Dalberg. The law firm of 
Kearney, Thompson ami Meyers, Racine, 
represented the railroad. 


According to Mr. . Dalberg the train 


crew testified that the train had been 
delayed at the Stowell station and was 
muking up time when Stark was killed. 
]tn speed was said to be between 50 and 
00 miles an hour. 


Covoner Jonas Hoylc hold the inquest, 


It took three and one-half hours to hear 
the testimony. 
Attorney S. W. Palberg 


questioned the witnesses very closely. 
While no Btatement was made to that 
effect, it is believed that there will be a 
law suit. 


More careful investigation 
revealed 


that when the young man collided with 
the train lie struck the front btep of 
the mail car and was thrown flighty feet 
to a .platform, and then rolled twenty 
feet farther. His head was cut open and 
a piece of -wood, over three inches long 
and half an inch wide, penetrated the 
head aud is now in possession of the cor- 
oner, 
i . 


Train Hidden From View.

mentioned railroad right of way and the 
public highway at the village of Franks- 
ville, Racine county. Wisconsin, on July 
5th, 1900, about 11:35 a. m."

. potable growths of the .new world, and 
one which in seldom seen of men, is the 
rootless cactus of the California desert, 
siiyx

This 


plant, a round, compact growth, rolls 
Hbout the level floor of the desert for 
somn eight or nine months of the year, 
tossed hither and yon by the winds 
which blow with flercenejfl over all nf 
California's 
sand 
plat 
during 
those 


months. At the coming of th« 'rains, or 
the cloudbursts, which sweep the desert 
in its springtime, this cartus takes root, 
wherever it happens to have' been dropped 
by the last wind nf which it was the 
plaything and'imruodiately begins to put 
out all around it small shoots, which in 
turn become cacti, exactly liko tho parent 
plant. Thefle young growth increase in 
si/.e rapidly, sucking the moisture both 
from the. parent plant and from the sur- 
rounding earth. The roots do not pene- 
trate tha soil deeply, but spread often 
over a circle whose radius Is not less than 
ten feet. Those roots, too, are small, 
but practically innumerable, and they 
'get every bit of moisture and plant food 
to be had jn the ten-itory they cover.
